Roy W. Reaves Jr.—noticed a 
paper sack on their lawn at 1724

position. ‘‘They want to follow the 
constitution,” he said. 


Balaguer promised to hold gen- 
eral elections next May 16 for | 
his successor and a new Con-| 
gress and municipal councils. The 
president said the Dominican gov- 
ernment would welcome observa- 
tion by the Organization of Amer- 
ican States of this election. Asked 
what he thought the reaction of 
the people would be to his refusal 
to resign, Balaguer said he could 
not ‘‘foresee”’ the reaction.

‘The raindrop sizer and counter is designed to 
be placed outdoors, in a drizzle or a downpour, to 
collect information on all-the raindrops that fall 
through an area about 1% inches square.” 


Knowing the size and number of raindrops in a 
storm is ‘‘increasingly necessary,"’ the Pentagon 
declared. 

It said the measurements are used by weather 
researchers studying how rain forms and how to 
perfect radar scanning of water particles in the 
atmosphere. 


The information also is needed by soil erosion 
experts and by engineers looking into the effect 
of rain on jet engines, supersonic planes and 
missiles.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) — King Gustaf VI of 
Swenden Sunday presented 1961 Nobel prize awards to 
three American scientists, a German physicist and a 
Yugoslav author in a glittering formal ceremony in 
Stockholm’s famed Concert Hall.

No Ambassador 
Is ‘Independent? 


WASHINGTON—A final showdown between 
President Kennedy and Adlai Stevenson is on the 
way, notwithstanding the recent seeming patch- 


ing up of matters between them. Stevenson’s decision to decline a 
gift of the Democratic. senatorial nomination in [Illinois and the 
President’s promise-te give him an ‘“‘expanded role’’ in foreign policy 
have simply put off the day of reckoning. 


The long and short of it is this: 
Stevenson will not remain much 
longer in this administration un- 
less he ends his long sense of 
grievance and halts his regular 
flow: of complaints: about his 
status. 


To put the thing crudely, he 
has become known within the ad- 
ministration as ‘a weeper.”’ And 
the President, though he some- 
times shows extreme patience for 
a while with ‘‘weepers,” always 
finds that his patience runs out. 

Indeed, some here saw a White 
House hand in the offer of the 
Illinois Democratic boss, Mayor 
Richard Daley of Chicago, to hand 
the senatorial nomination over to 
Stevenson. This was not the case, 
though some such solution would 
have had its tempting aspects to 
the President. The fact is that he 
has been determined all along to 
keep Stevenson at the U.N. but 
only so long aS this may be possi- 
ble without serious injury to the 
constitutional chain of command 
in foreign affairs. This chain be- 
gins with the President himself, 
then goes through Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and only then 
down to the U.N. ambassador. 


The President expects major 
officials to take their disappoint- 
ments without coming complain- 
ing to the White House—or leak- 
ing to the press—about it. Within 
a space of three days, however, 
able correspondents with access 


to Stevenson have offered these 
reports: 

1. Stevenson was very put out 
that Vice President Johnson, at a 
recent dinner honoring Stevenson, 
chose to put in some tough licks 
at the Russians, at which the 
Soviet diplomats walked out on 
the affair. Stevenson, it was said, 
thought Johnson had gone too far 
on a social occasion. 

2. Stevenson has been “un- 
happy” that the administration 
has required him to take positions 
in the U.N., as this country’s rep- 
resentative, which he personally 
doesn’t like to take. 

3. Stevenson has been “‘increas- 
ingly uncomfortable” at having to 
be merely a ‘mouthpiece’ for 
this country’s high policy as laid 
down by the President and secre- 
tary of state. 

These extraordinary complaints 
reflect two things: an almost in- 
credible lack of understanding by 
Stevenson of the realities of our 
system of government; and the al- 
most incredible harm being done 
to Stevenson, a man of great 
ability and decency, by his idola- 
tor-friends. 

He has convinced himself—or 


rather they have convinced him—’ 


that he should have “rights” 
which are simply absurd. No am- 
bassador has the slightest right 
to assume that he should be “‘in- 
dependent” of ‘his home govern-

Plan Bared

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — An 
authoritative informant said Sun- 
day that a master defense plan 
for Katanga province of the Congo 
had fallen into United Nations 
possession. The plan was drawn 
up by a “‘general staff’’ of French 
mercenaries, the informant said 


The strategic design for defend- 
ing the secessionist province 
against both Congolese and U.N. 
forces, according to the inform- 
ant, includes such last-ditch mea- 
sures as withdrawal into a terri- 
torial redoubt and demolition of 
Katanga’s rich mining and indus- 
trial installations. 

He identified the French mer- 
cenaries as veterans of France’s 
wars in Indochina and Algeria 
| and as “very clever staff offi- 
cers.’ 


Meanwhile, acting Secretary 
General U Thant ordered U.N. 
aircraft in Katanga to shower 
leaflets on the towns and cities 
telling the people that the United 
Nations’ only objective was to | 
“eliminate malevolent foreign in- 
fluences.’ 


Thant also sought to clarify 
U.N. intentions for the world in 
a Statement defining present mili- 
tary objectives as the restoration 
of law and order, the assurance 
of freedom of movement for U.N. 
personnel and their security from 
attack. 


He indicated that the larger 


objective, which is the reintegra- 
tion of Katanga into the Congolese | 
state, would be pursued by peace- | 
ful means after the Katangese | 
military threat had been elimi- 
nated. 


The statement was issued after | 
a full working day of consulta- 
tions between Thant and his un- 
der-secretaries dealing with Con- 
golese affairs. Extensive teletype 
communications were exchanged 
during the conference with Sture 
C. Linner of Sweden in Leopold- 
ville. Linner is the officer in 
charge of U.N. operations in the 
Congo.

NEW YORK — The president 
of Yale University and the for- 
mer president of the University 
of Chicago Sunday attacked the 
“desperately corrupted’’ values 
of contemporary American high- 
er education. 


But while Yale’s A. Whitney 
Griswold saw hope that the 
“service station concept of the 
university’”’ may be on its way 
out, Robert M. Hutchins, who is 
now president of the Fund for 
the Republic, charged that ‘‘Crude 
pressure and bribery” by non- 
academic interests continue to 
defile education standards. 


These views, differing only in 
degree of violence, are expressed 
in a booklet, “The University,” 
published Sunday by the Center 
for the Study of Democratic In- 
stitutions, which Dr. Hutchins also 
heads. The “‘service station con- 
cept’”’ referred to is the wuniver- 
sities’ attempt to offer any course 
urged by outside pressures. 


Griswold made his observations 
in an interview, printed as part 
of the center’s series on ‘The 
American Character.’’ 


Griswold warned that in edu- 
cation ‘‘the sales doctrine that the 
customer is always right’’ does 
not apply, he urged that those who 
try to interfere with academic 
‘freedom be reminded that “the 
| doctor cannot help the patient who 
insists on making his own diag- 
nosis’’ and that “‘the philosopher 
cannot communicate his wisdom 
to the kibitzer who keeps telling 
him what to think.’’

He blamed the defects in the 
current standards of education 
largely on the preparation of high- 
school teachers.

‘They are corrupted by a curri- 
culum, a program of pedagogy 
which is a methodology of teach- 
ing that really has the effect of 
repelling instead of attracting the 
ablest teachers,”’ Griswold said.

There are 10 shopping days un- 
til Christmas and the Police De- 
partment expects nimble-fingered 
thieves to make the most of them. 


Thieves always abound wherev- 
er people gather. The congested 
downtown section during the 
Christmas shopping season pro- 
vides a happy hunting ground 
for the skilled and unskilled alike.

Polite Chief Laurie Pritchett 
said the demonstrators also walk- 
ed in the street in front of the rail- 
way station and refused to make 
way for passing automobiles. 


Officers told the demonstrators 
three times to move away from 
the terminal, Chief Pritchett said, 
“Then we called the paddy wag- 
ons and I gave the order to ar- 


“There could've been a_ lot 
of trouble there,’ Chief Pritchett 
said. “A crowd of 100 to 150 peo- 
ple gathered in the waiting room 
of the station when they ‘the 
demonstrators! got off the train 
from Atlanta. Another crowd 
gathered outside the station. Feel- 
ing here was running very high.” 


The 11, mecluding four young 
women, were booked on charges 
of disorderly conduct, obstructing 
the flow of traffic and failure to 
obey an officer. Bond was set at 
$200 each. None posted bond im- 
mediately. They will be tried at 
10 a.m. Monday in city recorder's 
court, 


Nine entrained in Atlanta at 9:55 
a.m. and made the trip under the 
aegis of the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee. 


That group was met in Albany | 


by a group of local Negroes. 


A spokesman for the committee 
in Atlanta said the domonstration 
was carried out to test the recert 
Interstate Commerce Commission 


ruling against segregation on in- 
tra-state facilities. 


The spokesman said the group | 
sat in a “white car’’ on a Central | 
of Georgia passenger train and | 
the conductor asked the Negroes | 
to move. They did not and nothing | 
else was said about it, the spokes- | 


man said. 


The spokesman said some of the 
group had gotten into cars outside 
the terminal when they were ar- 
rested. They were placed in paddy 
wagons and began singing as a 
group of about 50 persons shouted 
at them. 


Chief Pritchett said he con- 
sidered the demonstrations ‘‘dan- 
gerous.”” 


“We were looking for this group 
today and we posted several po- 
licemen at the terminal for their 
protection,” he said. 


The arrested demonstrators 
were identified as John Robert 
Zeliner, 21, of Atlanta; Joan 
Browning, 19, of Atlanta, both 
white: Willie Mae Jones, 21, of 
Albany: Joseph Charles Jones, 23, 
of Charlotte, N.C.: James Forman, 
32, of Chicago, Ill.: Lenore Taitt, 
21, of Atlanta: Per Larson, 25, of 
New York City, white: Bertha 
Gober, 20, of Albany; Norma Free 
Gober, 20. of Albany: Norma 
Freeland Collins, 19, of Atlanta: 
Tom Emmett Hayden, 22, of Roy- 
al Oak, Mich., white; and Bernard 
S. Lee, 27, of Atlanta.
